ADMINISTRATORS 


MR. WREN 


The duties of the office of Dean of Boys are many. The most unpleasant of these is discipline. 
In conjunction with discipline the duties of checking attendance for both boys and girls is the 
job for the Dean of Boys. 

Not all of the Dean's work has a dark side. There is the task of developing the school curricu- 
lum—along this line is the formulation of classes and the assigning of teachers to different 
classes. 

Come spring, summer, and early fall the Dean has the most difficult job of all—the visitation 
of all elementary schools in the Madera district, 10 in all, and counseling and enrolling of future 
freshmen. 


MR. VOLLBORN 


The most important job as vice-principal is the evaluation of graduation credits for students 
transferring to, entering into, or graduation from Madera High School. In conjunction with this 
work it also involves close work with seniors to maintain graduation standards. 

Some of the more unpleasant work consists of helping other department heads with the 
matter of discipline when requested. 

The formulation of a well rounded curriculum and the assigning of work for teachers is 
another of the important jobs of the vice-principal. 

Some of the “lighter duties of the vice-principal are the scheduling of student activities, 
clubs, and school organization and serving on school committees when necessary. 


MISS JARDINE 


Girls’ activities are the primary emphasis in Miss Jardine's work as Dean, Miss Jardine likes 
to have girls working in large and in small groups, developing leadership, poise, resourcefulness, 
and responsibility. In these groups she feels that the girls are really learning to practice living 
in a democracy. Conferences with and assistance to many individual girls are also an important 
part of her job.
